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REPORT  TO  THE  LISTENER 


Many  thanks  to  those  listeners  who  subscribed  during  our  fall  fund  drive.  As  of  this  writing  the  fund 
drive  is  still  ten  days  away,  but  I  will  thank  you  all  in  advance.  Next  month's  Folio  will  provide  reports 
on  our  glorious  success. 

Secondly  some  of  you  may  have  heard  reports  about  the  one  sentence  rider  attached  to  a  last-minute 
appropriations  bill  by  Sen.  Jesse  Helms  against  "indecent"  broadcasting.  The  new  law,  which  officials 
of  the  FCC  say  they  will  begin  enforcing  immediately,  requires  the  commission  to  draft  regulations  to 
enact  a  24-hour-a-day  ban  on  "indecency."  The  measure  once  again  did  not  define  indecency,  but 
referred  to  a  section  of  the  U.S.  Code  which  does  not  define  it  either.  Instead,  it  leaves  it  to  judicial 
interpretation  based  on  the  history  of  rulings  regarding  other  federal  statues  governing  indecency. 
We're  not  talking  about  banning  smut  here,  we're  talking  about  provocative  and  bold  programming  on 
many  issues  which  will  be  scrapf>ed  because  of  this  rider.  You  will  be  undoubtedly  be  hearing  more 
from  Pacifica  on  this  issue  in  the  next  few  months. 

This  month  marks  my  completion  of  two  years  of  service  as  general  manager  of  radio  station  KPFK, 
and  almost  sixteen  years  of  service  with  the  Pacifica  Foundation.  Aimiversaries  generally  incline  one 
to  reflect  on  accomplishments,  regrets  and  thoughts  for  the  future  and  in  my  particular  case,  a  very 
important  decision.  By  the  time  you  receive  this  folio,  I  will  have  respectfully  submitted  my  resignation 
as  general  manager  of  KPFK. 

When  I  took  this  job,  as  most  of  you  will  remember,  KPFK  was  emerging  from  a  period  of  turbulence 
and  turnovers  that  everyone  seemed  anxious  to  get  behind  them.  Months  of  a  long  drawn  out  job  search 
for  a  general  manager  had  resulted  in  candidates  either  dropping  out,  finding  other  jobs  or  being
